JERSEY FACES NEW PERIL} 


Clash With Hunters Expécted Today 
—Light Rain and Snow Flurry 
Give Little Aid. 


Forest fires continued yesterday all 
over the East, but the battle against 
them was generally being fought with 
increasing success ‘because of. ty n- 
ing. .ahd organization which has been 
forced on farmers and villagéré in the 
constant. fire-fighting. of the last cen 
days. 

On Mt. Wheeler, In’ Rensselaer Coun- 
ty, lines of fire wardens, State troop- 
ers, farmers and villagers were driven 
On. Saturiay 
night they thought. they had. the fire 
checked in all directions by backfires 


it got away again and burned fiercely 
throughout the day. 

A change in the wind upset the strat- 
egy of the fire-fighters. The fire had 
been burning roughly in a great rectan- 
gle. It apparently had béen checked on 
the north, east and west sifies, but the 
south side was advancing furiously with 
a strong wind behind it. The fighters 
concentrated in front of it, back-fired 
and stopped it. Just as they were con- 
gratulating themselves on their triumph 
the wind changed without watning. A 
westerly gale started and tanned the 
embers along ‘the ‘quiescent: ast edgé ot 
the fire.

Veterans of dozens of skirmishes in the 
last two weeks, residents from Nyack 
to Newburgh, have been so thoroughly 
drilled in this kind of warfare that. they 
were able yesterday to win quick vic- 
tortes over flames that started freshly 
in several places. 

Sirens, telephones and automobiles 
cacrried the news swiftly over a b-oad 
area, of country when a new patch of 
brush or a clump of pines was on fire, 
and the strategy of envelopment by 
back fires was carried out vith great 
precision.

and none 'certainly has a higher mor- 
tality,. fer that of pneumonic plague is 
close to 100 per cent. 

And while not what used to be known 
as \contagious, pneumonic plague is in 
the highest degree infectious. This is a 
Gistinction without ‘much real difference, 
bowever, and when a disease is called 
contagious rather than infectious it 
means little more than that in the for- 
‘mer case the method of its transmission 
from victim’ to victim. still ‘is unknown: 
Mere nearn to a sufferer from pneu- 
monic plagu¢ is not In itself dangerous, 
but the neatness, when adequate pre- 
cautions are not taken to avoid the in- 
haling or the swallowing of the bacteria 
which the patient scatters in vast num- 
bers, makes contraction of the disease 
almost rertain. 


In Los Angeles it safely can be as- 
sumed that.the little epidemic will be re- 
stricted. narrowly and soon stamped out. 
That is what happened when this plague 
appeared in Oakland in 1919. Then‘there 
were thirteen cases, and only one re: 
covered, but the health authorities’ were 
prompt to act as well as intelligent sani- 
tarians, and the fire of infection was 
Lextinguished at once. \ 

The greatest of -the recent epidemics 
swere those .of 1910. .and 1911 in 
Manchuria, with 60,000 deaths, and in 
Shansi, further south,' seven: years later, 
with 16,000.

Dockstader’s Contemporaries. 
To the Editor o The New York Times: 

In the fine.-article in Sun s Times— 

“‘Dockstader ‘Made America —* there 
occurs this ‘passage: “‘The old school of min- 
etrelsy died with its ‘greatest .minstrel.’* 
Now, Dockatader was not of the old school 
of minstrelsy at all, nor was he at all to 
be compared with delineators of negro 
character—John Mulligan, George Christy, 
Jerry Bryant, Billy Manning, Billy Sweat- 
nam, J-~K./Campbell, Charlie Morris, Billy- 
Birch ‘and dozens of the old regime. -. 

Billy Emerson was the greatest al¥ around, 
minstrel, and could sing an aria from grand 
opera or “‘Are You There, Moriarty?” play 
on the end, make a stump speech, imper- 
sonate a negro or dance in soft shoes with 
inimitable grace while singing. ‘Josephus 
Morning-Glory”’ or-“‘Pretty as a Picture.’’ 

Lew Dockstader was a fine ectentric 
comedian, whose imitations of Cleveland 
or Roosévelt, either in’ ‘black or white face, 
were excellent, and whose monologues al+ 
ways made a hit. I saw him often in the 
formér San Franciscu Minstrel Hall, at 
Twenty-ninth Street and Broadway, when 
Dockstader’s Minstrels, -1886-88, succéeded 
the famous Birch, Wambold and Backus, 
who made merry for many years in “The 
Attic,”"" as Dockstader once characterized 
the iittle upstairs hall te mé. I recall the 
rear of laughter which greéted Dockstader’s 
remark as he fumbfed with his misfit gar-. 
ments: ‘‘That's the last suit the’ Six Little 
Tailors will ever make for me; five of them 
were drunk and one was sick!” The Six Lit- 
tle Tailors, with portraits, were page adver- 
tisers in the daily papers of the 

Dockstader was a good end man,” and 
when Sweatnam was on the opposite. end 
they played into each other's. hahds in a 
wonderful way. But Dockstader was not a 
great, end. man like Hughey Dougherty, 
Dave Reed, Archie Hughes or Charlie 
Backus. In song and dance the Dockstader 
brothers (they were not real brothers) could 
not be compared with Hogan and Hughes, 
Cheevers and Kennedy, Delehanty and 
Hengler, Fox and Ward, or Niles and Evans.

The retired ‘seaman was ,the chief 
speaker at a flag service in the Fifth 
Avenue church, several thousand present 
and past soldiers, sailors and‘ marines 
filing into the edifice after parading 
down the thoroughfare from Sixty-fourth 
Street. The even swinging ranks, the 
martial music and. the battered battle 
flags billowing in the chill breeze gave 
the avenue a throwback to the gray 
days of November, six years ago, before 
the Armistice ended the World War. 

“This service,’’ said the rector, : the 
Rev. Dr. H. V. B. Darlington, ‘‘is held 
@s a special service to our flag and as 
near Armistice Day as possible, so that 
memories may be near us. If a nation 
only lives on the glories of the past and 
on the great deeds of its forefathers, 
then the Lord help that nation !’*

“One of the most important docu- 
ments thus far produced in the, world's 
history, the new Protocol of the League 
of Nations; is now made, public,’’. he 
continued. ‘“‘It begins with a declara- 
tion, never made~-before inthe history 
of. mankind by a responsible interna- 
tional body, that aggressive war is a 
crime, Moreover, 
made without teeth, for aggressive war 
is unmistakably defined: ‘a-nation that 
appeals to arms. without submitting. its 
cause to adjudication and abiding by 
the decision thereby commits aggressive 
war and knows in advance that it must 
face the massed morale and, if need be, 
the massed resistance’ of the rest of the 
world. 

Most Hopeful Endeavor to End War. 


“This, I venture, is the realest, most 
thoroughgoing, most hopeful, practical 
endeavor to substitute law-abiding proc- 
esses for war that mankind has ever 
undertaken...

Is Genuine, Says Dr. Here-" 
ward Carrington. 


DESCRIBES ‘MARGERY’ TEST

Declares Houdini Not Quite Fair in 
‘Pronouncing Adverse 
Judgment. 


Practically every scientist and inde- 
pendent investigator who has approached 
the subject with an open’ mind agrees 
that there is something in psychic phe- 
nomena which cannot be explained, said 
Dr: Hereward Carrington of the Amer- 
ican Society for Psychical Research last 
night at the Church é6f All Nations, 9 
Second: Avenue, when he discussed the 
real or fraudulent nature of some recent 
manifestations. 

“We begin by trying to determine the 
facts,” he said.. “Strange things have 
been reported all through biblical, and 
profane history in all parts. of the world. 
We apply the methods of science to 
them and, before beginning, have to be 
inoculated with materialism. Psychic 
sciencé is the only one dealing with the 
future. We already have demonstrated 
that the invisible exists and is real. No 
one has ever really seen any one .else— 
their invisible personality—which is the 
most real thing. 

“Physical and mental —— 
sometimes overlap. as in the case the 
oulja board.. We push it — sly. 
It usually writes rubbish but sometimes 
extraordinary messages which afterward 

are found to be true, ( 

“Why do we need mediums? Well. 
thousands of persons play. the plano and, 
sing, Dt. there are on y one or two 
musical geniuses in'a generation. It. is} 
the same with mediums—99 out of every 
100 are frauds.. That is why they need 
cabinets and darkness, although light. is 
a powerful energy and it probably de- 
stroys any subtle influence that is 
abroad.’ 

Dr. Carrington outlined the tests made 
in Boston of the med — —— aed 
is Mrs. r. L. R. G. Crandall, 
Scientific American committee of whict 
the physician was a member. 


Saw No Motive for Fraud. 


“It did not seem to ts there could be 
any money motive for fraud,’’ Dr. Car- 
rington said: ‘“The expenses of the in- 
vestigators were paid and -every facility 
was provided. Mrs.. Crandall sat in a 
three-sided. cabinet and members of the 
committee held th her hands and 
her feet. A table was lifted, —* were 
raps, a light ap eared. vi size 
from a pin head to a encore electric 
lights were turned on and off when our 
thands were over the switch and: an 
automatic — sto ppres when no.one 
was near it. We could not explain this. 
Once a wing. of the cabinet, held by 
steel braces and screws, was torn away 
when members of. the .committee held 
Mrs, Crandall so she could not move. 
Thére is no explanation for the ringing 
of an electric bell without the comple- 
tion of the circuit. 

“Harry ._Houdini’ thought her fraudu- 
lent; but I do not think he was entirely 
fair to pronounce = ment after a few 
sittings, although: I believe him a clever 
and sincere man. He brought with him 
a bex with holes in it for Mrs. Cran- 
dall’s head. and arms. ‘Otherwise it 
enveloped her body and she was locked 
in. Under these conditions nothing oc- 
curred. 

“Let us assume that the manifesta- 
tions came from something—nervous en- 
ergy—whichl emanated frem the body of 
the medium. We don’t believe it was 
spirits.. If the nervous energy could not 
go through the box naturally it could 
not act. I. believe there “should be fur- 
ther investigation. Mr. Houdini was 
against pronouncing Mrs. Crandall a 
genuine med! >. Two other members 
of the committee were favorable to her 
and two others on the fence. I do not 

know of a single genuine medium in the 
United States, but believe there are sev- 
eral in Europe who are producing genu- 
ine phenomena.
